ACT OF PROVIDENCE by Brennan and Grant is the first book length adventure of Brennan's Lucius 
Leffing, a modem but eccentric detective with a flair for Victorian styles. The short novel 
concerns some weird goings on at the first World Fantasy Convention held in 1975 in Providence, 
a forgotten Lovecraft manuscript and the discovery of a mysterious underground world beneath 
Providence. It features a cast of characters that includes both authors, agent Kirby McCauley, 
Robert Booth (chairman of this year's World Fantasy Con to be held once again in Providence), 

and a number of well known fantasy writers. The 112-page, 6i" by 9i" 
volume sports a color wraparound dust jacket illustration by Robert 
Arrington and five full page interior line drawings, as well as 
decorations. The 1,125-copy trade edition is priced at $10. A 
240-copy deluxe edition, with different binding and endleaves, 
provided in a slipcase, and signed by authors and artist, is priced 
at $20.

A load of Avon releases to report for July. LEGION OF THE DEAD by Hugh B. Cave is an Avon 
original novel about voodooism taking place in the Caribbean. A New York journalist vacation¬ 
ing on the island of San Mario falls in love with a beautiful island girl and fights an army 
of zombies created by the island dictator's voodoo advisor. IN SOLITARY by Garrv Kilworth 
will see its first U.S. publication from Avon: this is a science fiction novel about Earth 
under the rule of winged conquerors and the efforts of a man and a woman in overthrowing their 
tyrannical rulers. Making its first paperback appearance in July is THE MASTERS OF SOLITUDE 
by Marvin Kaye and Parke Godwin , an SF/fantasy novel originally serialized in shorter form in 
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GALILEO and published in hardcover last year by Doubleday. CAR SINISTER is a new anthology of 
SF stories about man's not-so-best friend, the automobile. Included are "Devil Car" and 
"Auto Da-Fe" by Roger Zelazny . "Car Sinster" by Gene Wolfe . "Along the Scenic Way" by Harlan 
Ellison . "Station HR972" by Kenneth Bulmer . "The Greatest Car in the World" by Harrv Harrison . 
"The Roads, the Roads, the Beautiful Roads" by Avram Davidson . "The Exit to San Breta" by 
George R. R. Martin . "The Mary Celeste Move" by Frank Herbert . "X Marks the Pedwalk" by Fritz 
Leiber . "Wheels" by Robert Thurston . "Sedan Deville" by Barry Malzberg . "Romance in A Twenty- 
First Century Car Lot" by Robert F. Young and 7 others. The editors are Robert Silverberg .

Two horror/suspense novels that will see first paperback publication as general fiction are 
MOONCHILD by Kenneth McKennev and THE MAGDALENE SCROLLS by Barbara Wood . MOONCHILD is about a 
young boy, bom on a lost day of the Moon's cycle, who undergoes a mysterious death in which 
his corpse remains oddly normal — until it starts to transform into a hideous monster after 
a series of murders have been committed. Barbara Wood 's novel is about a student of antiquity 
who stumbles across the confessions of David in an archaeological find and gradually begins to 
transform his own mind and body into the Hebrew, David. Another July release of possible 
interest to some SF fans is a mystery novel by the late Edmund Crispin . THE GLIMPSES OF THE 
MOON, published in hardcover last year by Walker. 
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Del Rey paperback originals for July include two new novels, CASTLE ROOGNA by Piers Anthony 
and THE DOPPELGANGER GAMBIT by Lee Killough . The Anthony title is the third volume in his 
magic of Xanth series, which was preceded by A SPELL FOR CHAMELEON and THE SOURCE OF MAGIC. 
This concluding volume concerns the adventures of Dor and the building of the Castle Roogna. 
THE DOPPELGANGER GAMBIT is an SF novel about crime in the future and the adventures (or possi¬

Other July 
releases are the 20th volume in B. C. Tubb *s Dumarest of Terra 
series, WEB OF SAND, and a reprint of Jack Vance ’s third volume in 
the Tschai series, THE DIRDIR. The re-issue for July is NECROMANCER 
by Gordon R. Dickson . 


Coming from Pocket Books in July is the first U.S. publication of 
STRANGE EVIL by Jane Gaskell . This early novel takes place in a 
fourth dimensional fairyland and helped form the basis of her Atlan 
saga. Also scheduled is BEAUTY by Robin McKinley , a science fantasy 
built around the "Beauty and the Beast" story. "Author Robin McKinley 
develops a new and very real world of her own in a love story that 
has all the wonder and magic of the original fairy tale." In comics, 
watch for NIGHTMARE, the first Dr. Strange novelization by V/illiam 
Rotsler . and the second volume in the Marvel Comics reprint series 
of Dr. Strange. A re-issue for July is COSMIC RAPE by Theodore 
Sturgeon .
